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UNIVERSITY PREDICTS 
GOOD YEAR FOR FARMERS 

Many Kentucky farmers may 
have a better year in 1953 than 
they had in 1952, according to 
economists at the University of 
Kentucky College of Agriculture 
and Home Economics. 

An outlook report setting out 
the situation has been issued by 
the college economists. Here are 
some points in it: 

Returns from dairying and 
poultry and eggs will be up dur¬ 
ing the first half of the year. Not 
much change is expected in re¬ 
turns from hogs, sheep and from 
lambs. 

Total returns from the 1953 
burley tobacco crop will be re¬ 
duced by the 10 percent cut in 
acreage allotments. 

Farmers should make money 
on cattle this year, due to lower 
cost of feeders. No further sharp 
break in prices is expected. 

Strong consumer demand is 
expected to continue this year. 
This should tend to offset large 
farm production. Farmers, how¬ 
ever, will have to contend with 
high production costs. 

Gross returns to farmers were 
higher in 1952 than in 1951, the 
report notes. This was due to 
favorable prices early in the year 
and to large marketing of farm 
products. 

The report goes on the assump¬ 
tion the international situation 
will remain about the same as in 
the past part of 1952, that gov¬ 
ernment spending will increase, 
that consumers savings will be 
about the same as in 1952, that 
crops will be good, and that 
strikes will not be big enough to 
disrupt industry. 

The predictions, too, are made 
on the assumption that the new 
Eisenhower administration’s pro¬ 
posals to re-organize the farm 
program will not materially af¬ 
fect this year’s program, since 
the last Congress already has 
voted to guarantee 90% parity 
prices to farmers through 1954 
and already has allocated money 
for this year’s PMA and soil con¬ 
servation programs.

I learned about 
the rotation of the earth on its 
axis, the moon around the earth, 
the earth around the sun, and 
the sun’s own 175-mile-per-sec- 
ond march through space, all 
with such precision that the exact 
instant when the shadow of one 
heavenly body will fall on the 
other may be predicted with 
split-second accuracy for thou- 
sans of years in advance.

NEW CIVIL CODE 

A new Code of Civil Procedure 
to govern the trial of cases in 
state courts was proclaimed by 
the Court of Appeals to take ef¬ 
fect Jan. 1.

DIARY OF JIVING

* The new calendars are hung, 
; and the new book is open, wait- 
, ing for the pen. What will I 

• write in the new book of the 
year? I look back upon the one 
just past and wish that I might 
{lave liked it better. There were 

! errors, there were words spoken 
that I would like to recall. There 
were things left undone. There 
were moments wasted. 

No use to look back like Lot’s 
wife, regretting. The new days 
challenge us to our best and the 
new days lie ahead. Let’s close 
the door softly on all that has 
gone before and start over. The 
future lies ahead. 

The sun is warm today and 
most of the snow is gone. The 
little bit remaining looks like bits 
of dirty wool left on running 
briars after a flock of sheep have 
gone by. Speaking of sheep, I 
am always reminded of the many 
pet lambs we had when I was a 
child. One year, when some of 
the ewes dropped lambs particu¬ 
larly early, one little one about 
a week old got its leg broken, 
just above the hoof. I found it 
in the saddle house, where we 
had put the mother the night be¬ 
fore, lying with the little foot 
doubled under. 

I carried it to the house, the 
tears pouring down my face and 
when mother said we had better 
put it out of its misery, I cried 
the harder. I begged to set its 
leg and when she gave permis¬ 
sion, I cut splints from corn 
stalks and bound it so carefully. 

I kept it in a box beside me 
where I could touch the little 
fellow with my hand. 

I was twelve at the time and 
I was very proud of my work 
when the lamb, which we named 
Carusoe, got so he could walk 
around. He did not even limp af¬ 
ter awhile. He was full of mis- i 


chief, and once, found the lid off 
mother's flour keg and stuck his 
head in. We kept Carusoe until 
he died of old age. 

This morning I took the usual 
quota of mail to the post office. 
I began writing January 1, 1937, 
and every year, after that first 
one, I took at least a hundred 
poems and ten prose pieces to 
the post office and sent them on 
their way. Editors usually try 
to deplete their files toward the 
end of the year and sales arn 
good after the New Year. This 
year I had 115 poems ready 
(have tried to do one a day since 
November), four short stories, 
six feature articles and two 
chapters of a serial for YOU 
magazine. My first serial (seven 
chapters) has been running 
since the September issue and 
they have contracted for the 
second one. 

My grandmother LeMaster al¬ 
ways said that New Year’s day 
shaped the pattern of the year, 
that what you did on that day 
would dominate the other 364. 

| With this thought in mind, I usu- 
i ally spend the day writing. It 
j helps me to establish a good 
rhythm for the year and rhythm 
| is essential in writing. There is 
j rhythm in everything we do, 
even in breathing. 

My own particular rhythm is a 
gentle one, for it was nurtured 
in a friendly place, where the 
little streams talked a silvery 
language and the wind, sweet 
singer, brought songs from the 
tree branches and woven nests. 
It is the rhythm of wild crab- 
apple blooming beside an old rail 
f ehce on the Peter Field Hill, the 
rhythm of an old orchard, where 
ground ffy, blue with blossom, 
marked the place where my great 
grandfather, Gardner Hopkins 
Lewis, built his first log cabin. 
It is the rhythm of things re¬ 
membered. 

People often ask me why I be¬ 
came a writer. That is hard to 
answer. Perhaps because I grew 
weary of writers who knew noth¬ 
ing about hill people, writing 
about them. Jesse Stuart and 
James Still were the exceptions. 
They made the hill folk real and 
understandable, but the less 
writers know about our region | 
the more they write, generally 
speaking. 

Or maybe I was in love with 
words, words like twilight 
and noon, 

Words shaped on the heart’s 
own anvil, strange as an 
ancient rune. 

Words that bud and blossom . 

are ever hard to find, 

I pluck them with trembling 
fingers from the lonely tree j 
of the mind.

FARM PRICES ARE 
LOWEST SINCE ’50 


The U. S. Index of Prices re¬ 
ceived by Farmers declined 8 
points (3 percent) during the 
month ended December 15, 1952, 
to 269 precent of the 1910-14 
average, the Bureau of Agricul¬ 
tural Economics has reported. At 
tnis point the index, which has 
declined for 4 consecutive months 
was 12 percent below December 
1951, and the lowest jn over two 
years. Declines in prices re¬ 
ceived by farmers for cattle, cot¬ 
ton, eggs, hogs, and milk were 
largely responsible for the de¬ 
crease in the index during the 
last month. 

The mid-December Parity In¬ 
dex (prices paid for commodities, 
interest, taxes, and wage rates) 
remained unchanged at the 1952 
low established on November 15. 
Lower prices were reported for 
feeder and replacement livstock 
and for clothing and household 
furnishings. On the other hand, 
household operation items, and 
automobile prices were up. At 
281, the Parity Index for mid- 
December was 3 percent under 
the all-time high of 289 recorded 
last April and May, and 1 per- 
cent under a year ago. 

The Parity Ratio (ratio of the 
Index of Prices received to the 
Parity Index) dropped to 96 in 
mid-December, the lowest since 
April 1950. 

Kentucky average prices r^ 
ceived (December 15 Ss compared 
with the same period last year): 
hay up $5.80 per ton; wheat 
down 30c; oats and com down 
lie; soybeans off 4c; chickens 7c 
per pound lower; turkeys 3c, eggs 
3.8c, butterfat 9c, and wholesale 
milk 15c (per cwt.) lower. Also 
lower were cattle by $7.30 per 
cwt., hogs $1.50, veal calves $5.30, 
and sheep and lambs averaged 
$6.80 (each) lower than a year 
earlier

Record forms are available at 
county agents’ offices. The Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky College of 
Agriculture and Home Economics 
has made two record books—one 
a simplified book, and the other 
a detailed record book which will 
help in study and planning of a 
farm business. 

The small amount of time 
record to keep an accurate set 
of records pays divider-ds in sev¬ 
eral ways, says the college.

HATCHERY ADDS 
TURKEYS, GEESE 


The Caskey Hatchery of West 
Liberty is hatching turkeys and 
geese this year in addition to 
baby chicks. 

Their turkey breed is the Jer¬ 
sey Buffs, the broad-breasted 
medium size birds, and, like their 
baby chicks, are pullorum clean 
by tube test. The stock came 
from a turkey hatchery in Con¬ 
necticut. Their breed of geese is 
the Emden Whites, a meat type, 
and came from a Michigan hatch¬ 
ery. 

This year too the hatchery is 
selling sexed chicks, and custo¬ 
mers may buy either cockrels or 
pullets. 

All birds hatched at the local 
hatchery this year are pullorum 
clean which is the highest rating, 
and to obtain this rating most of 
the eggs from which birds are 
hatched are from outside the 
county. 

The Caskey Hatchery’s new 
mixed strains of New Hampshire 
and White Rock chicks are bred 
to grow to three pounds in eight 
weeks. 

The local hatchery was started 
in 1947 by Robert and Prichard 
Caskey and has grown each year 
until it now has a hatching ca¬ 
pacity of 18,000 chicks a week. 
They sell baby chicks over a 
wide area. Turkeys and geese 
were added this year because of 
considerable demand among their 
customers, the Caskey brothers 
said.
